JUSTIFICATION  FOR  THE  CNT  TRAINING 


14.  (C)  NARCOTICS  ULTIMATELY  DESTINED  FOR  THE  U.S.  AND  OTHER 
INTERNATIONAL  MARKETS  ARE  TRANSSHIPPED  FROM  AFGHANISTAN 
THROUGH  KAZAKHSTAN.  EMBASSY  ASTANA  REPORTING  CONCERNING 
TRANSIT/TRAFFICKING  ACTIVITY  IN  CENTRAL  AND  SOUTH  ASIA 
INDICATES  THAT  PAST  AND  CURRENT  LEVELS  OF  NARCOTICS 
TRAFFICKING  ACTIVITY  IN  KAZAKHSTAN  ARE  SIGNIFICANT  AND  ARE 
LIKELY  TO  INCREASE  IN  CONJUNCTION  WITH  THIS  YEAR'S  POPPY 
HARVEST  IN  AFGHANISTAN.  THE  FUNDS  GENERATED  FROM  THE  SALE  OF 
NARCOTICS  ARE  LIKELY  USED  TO  SUPPORT  TERRORIST  ACTIVITY  AND

ASSISTANCE  OF  THE  DEA  MOSCOW  REGIONAL  OFFICE  IN  COORDINATING 
THE  FOLLOWING  TRAINING:  CLOSE-QUARTER  COMBAT  (CQC),  BASIC  AND 
ADVANCED  MARKSMANSHIP,  VISIT  BOARD  SEARCH  AND  SEIZURE  (VBSS), 
MISSION  BRIEFING,  SMALL  BOAT  OPERATIONS  TO  INCLUDE  EQUIPMENT 
MAINTENANCE  TRAINING,  WEAPONS  TRAINING  AT  SEA,  NAVIGATION, 
COXSWAIN  SKILLS,  HARBOR  FAMILIARIZATION,  AND  COMMAND  AND 
CONTROL.  TRAINING  WILL  BE  CONDUCTED  AT  WESTERN  REGIONAL

PROGRAM  PROMOTES  GREATER  REGIONAL  STABILITY,  AND  DECREASES 
THE  AMOUNT  OF  ILLEGAL  NARCOTICS  TRANSITING  THROUGH  KAZAKHSTAN 
AND  CENTRAL  ASIA  TO  INTERNATIONAL  MARKETS  IN  RUSSIA,  EUROPE, 
AND  THE  UNITED  STATES.  THIS  IS  AN  INDIRECT  APPROACH  FOR 
DEFEATING  INTERNATIONAL  TERRORISM  AND  INSURGENTS  THAT 
THREATEN  THE  STABILITY  OF  THE  CENTRAL  ASIA  REGION.  IN  THE
